Application of this product may thin emerged annual bluegrass and newly overseeded grasses.
Do not apply to overseeded turf within 60 days after seeding or until after the second mowing, whichever is longer. 
Injury to desirable seedlings is likely if this product is applied before seedling secondary roots are in the second inch 
of soil, not thatch plus soil.
Do not cut (harvest) treated sod before 120 days after application. Do not apply to newly set sod until the following 
year.
